The universal Suez Canal

In 1888 all the great powers 
then principally concerned with 
the international character of 
the Cunal and its free, open and 
secure use without discriminua- 
lion joined in the treaty and 
convention cf Constantinopto.

The Governments of France, 
the United Kingdom and the 
United States Join in the follow- 
ing statement: 


Nation’s Rights

A new situa- 
tion hay been created by the 
current “soft look” of 
Sovict foreign policies, and 
there are many complex 
factors to be taken into 
consideration. 

Nevortheless the principle that 
cefence problems can only 
le settled in NATO by 
agreement between oll the 
allies is now accepted.
